TIMES SPEAKS FOR THE PREMIER. 


Salisbury KvhleuDy Not Abating a Partir)« 
of His Claim* « tul Encouraged by the 
Kalarr W lllieliu Ini-libiil—Italfour Dis­ 
play * tils Ignorance of the Monroe Doc 
trine—Bar to Compromise in the Vene­ 
rarían Constitution. 


N ew York, J an. 16—A dispatch to the 
World from London say s: 
It would not 
scotn from the Tim V leader on Venezuela 
th it recent efforts toward arbitration have 
found much favor in Downing street. 
If there exists any Indication in tlte Eng­ 
lish press of Lord Salisbury ’s disposition 
in this matter it is to be found in the col­ 
umns of the Times. 
That paper has from 
the beginning of the controversy seemed 
to lie inspired by the premier 
If. there­ 
fore, it speaks by authority , any material 
results from arbitration seem as remote as j 
possible- 
‘‘We may again emphatically 
repeat," gay s the Times, “ that the only 
point on which the British government 
can make no concessions is the retention 
under British sovereignty of bona tide 
settled districts. 
If this can be secured 
there is no reassn for standing by the 
Schomburgk line. 
G old I-am l W h at Is W an ted . 
“ Meanwhile vague talk about a jx'rma- 
nout tribunal of arbitration, to which we 
are surprised to see 
.Sir J ohn Lubbock 
lends his countenance, con only tend to 
obstruct or obscure more practical efforts 
for solving the difficulty .” It is now set­ 
tled that the territory really in dispute* is 
that containing the gold-producing dis­ 
tricts, which have attracted the immigra­ 
tion of English adventurers. 
Those dis­ 
tricts conceded, it may be easily assumed 
that Venezuela may have the 
rest without 
further controversy . 
Lord Salisbury lias 
not only the largest party majority behind 
him in the history of Great Britain, 
but 
he has just now been assured of the unan­ 
imous and 
enthusiastic backing 
of the 
wt oie (Witintry in overt preparations for 
war against Germany . 
D an ger of W ar N ot V et Past, 
That danger now seems to have passed, 
for sumo tim e to com e at least, and the 
premier’s policy toward the United States 
is not likely to be less dictatorial than it 
w as before this assertion of practically un­ 
lim ited support. 
Thoreseem s danger that 
if he hereafter m aintains the tone ot his 
Instructions to Sir J ulian Pauncefote it 
m ay surprise tho people of the United 
States possibly to a dangerous repetition 
of tiie populur outburst of a week 
a¿ o. 


D O ESN ’T G l.r AT T IIE PO IN T . 


B alfou r N ot P osted As to th e M eaning ot 
the Monroe Dnctrme. 
London , J an 
10. — Balfour, 
tho Con­ 
servative leader in 
the house, 
made a 
speech at M anchester last night and after 
referring to the Transvaal turned to Vene­ 
zuela and said that nobody here wanted 
to run contrary to the Monroe doctrine. 
In fact, he continued, if Venezuela had of­ 
fered herself for annexation 
to 
Great 
Brituin any British statesm an would de­ 
cline sut-h an honor. Therefore he failed to 
understand what the quarrel was about. It 
w ould be hard indeed if the common sense 
of the A nglo-Saxon race were unable to 
settle the dispute w ithout recourse to war. 
H e did not believe there was a possibility 
of war, but there was never a m om ent in 
the history of the country when it pos­ 
sessed a better fighting machine. 
Balfour asserted that the British gov­ 
ernm ent had heartily concurred in tho 
Monroe doctrine seventy y ears ago, and he 
believed that if they were to ransack Eng­ 
lan d from end to end, search tiio most 
private docum ents in the foreign office 
since then, exam ine the m inisters and the 
ordinary public, or even tin* lunatics, it 
would bo im possible to find a single indi­ 
vidual who ever desired to see what would 
be called a forward policy adopted by 
Great Britain in North or ¡South Am erita. 
Ho referred long and eloquently to the 
horrors of a war between England and 
America, but he sa d lie felt obliged to ad­ 
m it sorrowfully that m any Americans 
seemed likely to regard such a war us the 
exhilarating exercise of a gentle national 
stim ulus. 
“ To m%” said Balfour, “ that 
is a terrible, a distressing and a horrible 
point of view. 
1 w ill never believe that 
any large s ction of the American nation 
w ill permauen ly adopt such a view.” 


V e n e z u e l a’s <oii*tit u tion u l 
D i f f i c u l t jr. 
W ash in gton , J an. lb — K presentative 
Heatwule, oi M innesota, of tho house for­ 
eign affairs com mittee, 
has discovered 
that it w ill be im possible for Great Britain 
and Venezuela to com e to any understand­ 
in g regarding tiie boundary line, because 
the constitution of Venezuela has an ar­ 
ticle prohibiting the alienation of any part 
of Venezuelan territory . 
On this account 
all offers of Great Britain of a eompio- 
uiise boundary have been rejected by Vene­ 
zuela. 
The constitutional provision is 
prohibitory of tiie alienation of any por­ 
tion of the “ captain goieralcy of 
Vene­ 
zuela ’—absolutely prohibitory . 
In the 
correspondence discovered 
the Venezu­ 
elans persistently ask for arbitration, but 
nowhere is it explained how they can give 
to an arbitration b >ard a right the consti­ 
tution denies to th *ms dves.

A M EADOW OF FLOATING W EEDS IN 


TH E A TLA NTIC OCEAN. 


What at First Thonght A ppeai* to B* a 
Great My stery 1* Found to tie Very Sim­ 
ple When Explained 
( ’s u m * o f Mutiny 


A m ou g th e Sailor* of C oin in hue. 


Only a bit of floating seawood that 
the resile« » surf washed upon the beach, 
and y et the mere sight of it carried my 
thoughts bark to one of the most im ­ 
portant events in the history of the 
world, for its far away ancestors w ell 
nigh prevented tho disoovery of Am er­ 
ica. 
You know tho story — how the igno­ 
rant sailors of Columbus became alarmed 
and almost m utinied when their ships 
sailed into what appeared tol« » a perfect 
network of impenetrable weeds. 
They 
believed that the thickening sea was a 
warning of Providence to turn hack 
from t.’ieir audacious undertaking, and 
it required all the firmness and author 
Ity of Columbus to bring them back to 
duty and oltedieuce. 
That wonderful 
mass of seaweeds was som ething new 
and 
my sterious and therefore to bo 
feared. 
Later on, when the Spaniards became 
fam iliar with its constant presence in 
that triangular space m idway in tho At 
luutic between the Azores, the Canaries 
and the Cape do Verde islands, they 
called it a “ marine meadow. ” The sail 
ors. however, christened it the Eargasso 
sea, from the Spanish word sargasso, 
which means seaweed. 
S till, though 
satisfied that it was not of supernalni »1 
origin, they could not account for its 
existence. 
Science, however, long ago solved the 
my stery , not only of t!^ , but of other 
Sargasso seas. 
For ll.**a are several 
others, and they are alway s found, each 
in almost the same spot. 
The diurnal 
motion of the earth, the never ceasing 
rush of the tides and the steady force of 
the winds create, under the tropica, a 
surface current in tho seas, which ad­ 
vances, from east to west, at the rate of 
about ten marine m iles an hour. 
This current, which is called the 
equatorial current, or current of rota­ 
tion, is only superficial, and extends 
111 
one vast mobile sheet, which moves be­ 
tween tho tropics. 
It forms the genial 
waters of the Caribbean sea and feeds 
the gulf stream. 
At Cape San Roque it 
divides, one part flowing south to meet 
and be transformed into a submarine 
current by tho north polar current; on 
the other side it bathes the shores of 
Guiana and Brazil. 
And then there is the ‘‘gulf stream of 
the east,” which issues from the hay of 
Bengal. 
Its waters, like those of our 
own gulf stream, may be distinguished 
from the bordering waters of the great 
ocean by their indigo tint. 
The J apa­ 
nese call it tlie black river. 
Leaving the bay of Bengal, this great 
warm current passes through the strait 
of Malacca, sweeps the coast of Asia, 
and then, north of the Philippine is ­ 
lands, rushes out into the ocean, describ­ 
ing the arc of a great circle as far as tho 
Aleutian islands. 
Like the gulf stream 
of the Atlantic, it moderates the rigor 
of the clim ates that it traverses. 
The unalngy between these two great 
oceanic arteries is wonderful, but it, is 
enough for our present purpose to know 
that to their circuitous currents the Sar­ 
gasso seas owe their exist« nee. 
How? Well, this is easily explained. 
Drop some pieces of light moss or hits 
of cork or wtx» d into a tub of w ater; 
then with y our hand near its edge give 
the water a circulur motion. 
In a mo­ 
ment y ou w ill see that all the floating 
sabhtunees w ill have collected in the 
center. 
Continue tlie circular motion, 
and at the same tim e blow sharply 
against the floating objects, and they 
w ill change their position, but w ill not 
leave the vicinity of the center so long 
as tli« rotary motion of the water con­ 
tinues. 
Observe, too, that this ( « liter is 
comparatively calm. 
This is the explanation of the Sargas­ 
so seas. In the center of the several cir­ 
cuits of the great oceanic art« *ri« :s vast 
basins of comparatively still water nr« « 
formed. The currents by which they are 
surrounded constantly throw toward the 
center all floating substances, especially 
marine plants, and these, owing to the 
quiet waters, m ultiply with great, rapid­ 
ity , those that have J ived their appoint­ 
ed tim e sinking out « if sight, while new 
ones take their place. 
Even the action 
of the winds, as intim ated above, serves 
only to shift, this position slightly . 
The “ marine meadow” w ith which 
we are most fam iliar, that of the mid- 
Atlantic, spreads over an « -xtent of sur 
fac« « tiv<* or six times as large as the ter­ 
ritory occupied by France. What a won­ 
derful meadow mi land that w« iul« l l» e 
for cattle! And y et it is scarcely 1« * so 
where it is for the creature.# o f th« * s«*a 
This 
sargiissnni, « ¡r 
gulf weed, is 
rather odd looking 
Its frond is very 
long 
an« l 
furnished 
with 
di*-tin<*t, 
stalked, nervine leaves and berry like air 
vessels 011 sim ple axillary stalks 
It is 
found floating or cast on th*> shores, but 
its true home is at th<* bottom <)f the sea, 
whence, becoming detached, it ri*« *s t«» 
the surface, buoy ed up by its curious lit 
tie air vessels. 
The sargassum hardly l« s)ks “ go« xl 
enough to cat,” but that it is both pala­ 
table and 
nutritious 
is abundantly 
proved by the many dishes that are pre- 
par« :« ! from it not « inly in China, but in 
; other parts of the east.— Helen Harcourt 
in Philadelphia Times.
